RED DEER, ALBERTA 
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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations, 

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
vy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the Tand in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of ut least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 4 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 

- homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Paris, Sept. 24.—A man’s stomach 
has been. removed and replaced with 
the stomach, of an anthropoid ape 
which is, of course, an ape very 
close to a man in the rising scale of 
development. 

So joyous was the recipient of the 
new stomach that at the first oppor- 
tunity he became intoxicated. Natur- 
ally the ape had never tasted liquor 
and the stomach he gave was so 
healthy that it did not suffer by 
being drenched in alcohol. 

This remarkable operation and_re- 
storation of the part exercised, the 
tirst of its kind, was performed bs 
Dr. Roulies, a famous surgeon in the 
hospital at Agon, 73 miles southwest 
of Bordeauy. The news of it has ex 
cited intense interest here, not only 
among surgeons, but among thos 
whose stomachs, and consequently 
digestions, have been ruined — by 
disease ur excessive eating and 
drinking. Indeed, at the moment. 
many an old bon vivant is ready to 
*xchange stomachs with a healthy 
gorilla or even a chimpanzee. 

The patient of Dr. Roulies was a 
farmer, 27 years of age, whose stom- 
ach was worn out, worthless. With 
the most delicate skill and the nicest 
knowledge of anatomy the surgeon 
opened the patient’s abdomen and, 
tying the great arteries as the oper 
ation proceeded, exercised the use- 
less stomach, and in its place sewed 
the ape’s stomach, After twenty-five 
days of treatment the cure was com 
plete; the young farmer left the 
hospital and, as if to test his new 
stomach, went on a spree. 

Dr.Roulies speaks with certainty of 
the benetits his mew operation wil! 
confer on mankind. Of tae ape he 
has nothing to say. He will describe 
the operation in a communication he 
will present to a French academy of 
medicine.

ADVOCATES CHANGES 


CANADA'S. SCHOOLS 
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Kingston Professor Would Abolish 
Frills and Teach Essentials, Es- 
pecially Writing and Spelling 


From all over the Dominion appar. 
ently complaints arise from time to 
time as to the wretched results of 
the various systems of education in 
vogue, says Prof. A. Knight, of 
Queen's University, Kingston. Busi- 
ness men are loud in their -denunci- 
ation of systems which turn out 50- 
called educated young men, whe when 
taken into offices are found unable to 
write decently, to spell correctly, and, 
consequently, to compose an ordinary 
letter. The same complaint is heard 
from the authorities of many colleges 
throughout Canada: that -students 
come to them without a right ground- 
{ng in the very foundation of know- 
ledge, the ability to write good Eng- 
Msh. 

The impression is growing, at all 
events amongst the public,. and in 
some cases among the educationalists 
themselves, that the cause of it is a 
too full curriculum. Before a proper 
grounding has been laid in reading, 
writing, and arithmetic, the three R's 
which used to be considered the true 
basis of all education, otner subjects 
are crowded in, with the result which 
we see. 

Speaking of country correspondenis 
who write for city newspapers, Prof. 
Knight says: “The writing of most of 
them is exceedingly bad; uneven, un- 
tidy, slipshod, and what ig usually re- 
garded as uneducated. In the second 
place the contents of the letters show 
no signs of education; that is of an 
education which would lead the 
writers to choose subjects beyond 
trivial ones. It may be, of course, 
that gossip is what people want to 
read in these letters; but can it be o? 
any great interest to learn that ‘house 
cleaning is the order of the day.’ or 
that someone ‘has finished painting 
his buggy, which makes a fine im- 
provement on it’?” 

Then the mistakes in grammar are 
shocking, continues the Professor. 
Over and over again such iteme ap- 
pear as “Mr..and Mrs. — wes in town 
Saturday.” 

“Here, then, are positive proois of 
the failure of our educational sys 
tems in the first absolute essentials. 
That they can be found among others 
than the country -correspondents no 
one can deny. Surely there muet be 
something hideously wrong with edu- 
cational systems that force people no! 
to be able to write their own language 
properly, and to have to acknowledge 
in this sad way that they cannot. 
Would it not be far better that our 
children should be taught to speak 
and write in pure English, even !f ha‘f 
or more of the extra subjects be cut 
out?” 


HUDSON BAY TIMBER 


An Experienced Crulser. Describe 
Split Lake Conditions 


— 


Interesting observations with regard 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay 
region, the southern part of the old 
district of Keewatin, are found in the 
report of the Director of Forestry. 
Mr. J. T. G. Whyte, an experienced 
timber cruiser and fire ranger, who 
has since been drowned whire in dis- 
charge of his duty reported on the 
conditions of the forest around Split 
Lake, on an area of about 2,400 square 
miles. This whole territory was 
originally covered with forest. The 
islands in Split Lake still bear Spruce, 
Tamarack, end Jack Pine large enough 
for railway tiles, poles and lumber. 
All the rest of the country has been 
burned over at least once within the 
past forty or fifty years, and the tim- 
ber, which dates from the last fire. 
rarely exceeds three or four inches in 
diameter. The shores of Split Lake 
have been burned over, On an average 
once every season. Fortunately in 
this district the soil fs usually deep, 
and can always support another crop 
of trees. The presence of merchant- 
able forest in protected situations 
proves that the young forest now 
started will become sufficiently valu- 
able to support sawmill and pulp in- 
dustries and supply a large popula 
tion, if it can be protected from fire. 
Very little of the land traversed by 
Mr. Whyte is suitable for agriculture. 
Mr. J. T. Blackford, fire ranger at 
Oxford House, reported similar con- 
ditions on about 5,400 square miles of 
territory in that region. 


‘FISH IN THE PACIFIC 


New Field of Industry to be Opened 
Up 

The herring fisheries alone of Yar- 
mouth and Lowestoft brought in last 
year $5,000,000 tc the owners and 
fishermen and gave employment 
ashore to thousands of men and wo- 
men. As a result of only 10 weeks 
work one drifter or fishing boat has 
been known to earn over $11,000. 
Yarmouth employs 160 steamers in tha 
work and Lowestoft 230. A steam 
drifter usually carries 10 men all 
working on the sharing system. In 
one day 1,205,410,800 herrings Were 
caught at the two ports mentioned 
which gives some idea of the enor- 
mous quantity handled by the fleet as 
well as by the railways on shore. 

As compared with this the fisheries 
of British Columbia are said to be the 
best in the world to-day and wait only 
for the completion of the stee) into 
Prince Rupert to reach their full de- 
velopment. Halibut in Hecate Straits 
range from 50 to 300 pounds each and 
there are halibut banks in all direc- 
tions. The spring or king salmon off 
Langara Island are caught by the In- 
d@ians in increditable numbers. Tho 
“oolachan” gluts the rivers of the 
province for six weeks every year 
while all the small streams aro 
crowded with cohoe, humpback and 
dog-salmon,

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MAKING BOGUS BILLS 


Canadians Are Well Protected But 
Counterfeiters Are Often Clever 


There are many obstacles in the 
way of the counterfelter of Canadian 
bank notes or government Dills, ac- 
cording to the statement of a former 
employe of the American Bank Note 
Co., the firm which manufactures 
Canada’s paper money. First of all 
the counterfeiter has much trouble 
in securing paper which will prove 
@ good substitute for the paper used 
by the government. His next greatest 
obstacle, and the greatest of all, js 
to secure ink similar to that used by 
the government. The paper used by 
the government igs made at Dalton, 
Mass., by a secret process. It contains 
the famillar silk thread. Several 
counterfeiters had bafiled, to a certain 
extent, the authorities by using u high 
grade of onion paper. ‘I'wo sheets 
were used. ‘The silk threads were 
placed between and the sheets glued 
together. As to the ink, the govern- 
ment uses wu very expensive kind and 
when anyone other thun a govern- 
ment employee or some bank note 
company makes a purchase it is very 
easy for the detectives to trace It. 
It {8 easier to trace the purchase of 
ink than paper, as many corporations 
use the high grade onion paper for 
letter heads, etc. 

In the case of the counterfeit bills 
which have been circulated in large 
‘numbers, apparently from Hamilton, a 
‘good bill was photgraphed and u cop- 
per plate made. A plate was made 
for each side of the bill. The bill 
gives the impression that it has been 
soiled on the back, except uround the 
edges, whicn showed that the plate 
‘was none too good and not made by 
an expert, the clean edges leading to 
detection at once. 

The best bogus bills are made by 
the lithographic, or steel plate system. 
However, a man may be expert at the 
engraving business, and still be un- 
able to make a duplicate on the 
geometrical luthe, which is the ma- 
chine used in making bank Dill 
plates. The expert may make a very 
strong resemblance of tne original, 
but there will be a difference and one 
used to the business could detect it. 


SEA-GOING CAT'S DEATH 


Mascot of Tunisian Deliberately Com. 
mitted Suicide

Evidently tired of sea life and not 
caring to eke out a precarious exist- 
ence ashore, “Prince,” # plump, slick 
coated, black cat, one of the mascots 
of the Allan liner Tunisian, deliberate 
ly ended its ninth life by committing 
suicide at Montreal as the ship wag 
Jeaving the wharf en route to Liver. 
pool, 

The big ship had got away from the 
end of the wharf several feet when 
Prince appezred on the main deck, 
He looked at the wharf, turned and 
scanned the deck, then quickly wheel- 
ed around again and with a feline 
how] leaped towards the dock and fell 
with a splash into the surging water. 

Some longshoremen who saw the cat 
fall into the water tried to save it, 
but Prince avoided their attempts and 
in a few minutes was sucked under 
by the strong current caused by the 
moving ship.

of our modern land and civilization. 

England stands forth the — proud 
possessor of that great metropolis of 
the world. Not only dows it hold 
you with its memories, but it satis- 
fies the eye beyond all dreams and 
expectations, Much of it as it) was 
in the dawn of time. Notwithstand- 
ing centuries of eventful change, it is 
still possibl® to trace the work of the 
architect of old, and surely Westmin- 
ster Abbey, that store-house of glor- 
ious memories, is worthy of special 
mention. In this lovely church where 
the Sovereigns of Enzland are 
crowned, we tread a spot sacred to 
the memory of the illustrious dead 
since the time of Edward the Con- 
fessor, who built the — original 
;ehureh and abbey. 

IN SCOTLAND. 

Weeks, of course, might be spent in 
exploring the English capital, but the 
old maxim “Time waits on no man" 
warned that we must be off to Scot- 


Scotland holds no allurement that 
can surpass the Trossachs ; for, while 
within her borders from the Chev- 
iot's to far Cape Wrath, there are 
many wonderful dream vistas where 
beauty and romance combine — in 
quickening immediate appreciation 
and in awakening memories of the 
past, the Trossachs alone present an 
epitome of all that the stern alchemy 
of time and the wizard touch — of 
nature have evolved to make Scot- 
land the glorious Jand it. is. The 
American) who described the Tros- 
sachs “the canned essence — of 
Scotland, and mighty handy to get 
at.’’ sumimegl up in a few words more 
than could be set down in a chap- 
ter. It is a blant way of putting 
it, no doubt, but the Trossachs are 
just that. It is as if Providenes has 
compressed the finest Scottish seen- 
ery into one magnificent landscape 
garden and had made Edinburgh and 
Glasgow the main gateways. 

The ‘Trossachs have that entice- 
ment that is beyond the reach — of 
art.. Travellers satiated with sight- 
seeing, absolutely indifferent 
cathedrals and picture galleries, tir- 
ed of tombs and suffering from a 
surfeit of cities, have here the sover- 
cign specific for the eure of boredom 
and ennui. Aye, and more than that, 
for free life and fresh air is not all. 
Historie assogiations whisper cheir 
message, not as in the cloister stiil- 
ness of great abbeys, nor as from 
the fading pigment on the canvasses 
of great masters, vot trom the silenve 
of graves, not from the clamor of 
thronging towns—but as if borne 
on the Wings of the wind that sways 
the branches of the fir trees, that 
gathers the sweet odor of heather

wavgs dancing in the sunshine, mir- 
rored on the fe oe of the cool waters. 
SCENE OF SCOTTES POEMS.
